—It has recently been discovered that

has been taken of this fact to separate 
cane sugar from molasses, the glucose un- 
dergoing fermentation, and thus allowing 
the c.ine sugar to crystallize out. 


—If elastic gum is warmed, then ex- 


panded and wound in a spiral upon a 
glass tube or wire and cooled for a short 
time in a cooling mixture, it shows no 
tendency to contract, but when it is sub- 
mitted to hot water it returns quickly to 
its original length. The phenomenon can 
also be made to appear without the use of 
the c ooling mixture. If one holds heated 
gum a second in an expanded condition 
it shows no disposition to return to its 
original length; but if one immerses it 
in hot water it contracts to one-fourth or 
one-fifth of its original length. Maxwell 
has found that similar phenomena are 
produced in gutte percha.

When William Henry Harrison was 


inaugurated, in 1841, Elias Hicks had 
been dead about eleven years.

in his eighty-second year, having been 
born in 1748, on Long Island. Just be 
fore his birth his father united with th 
Society of Friends, or Quakers. Elia 
says in his journal: "My father was con 
sidered a member among Friends at th 
time of my birth, which in that day gav 
me the privilege of taking a wife in th 
order of Society, and that established m 
membership," The order of marriage a 
that time was as follows, if we may judg 
by the recollection of an aged Friend 
who formerly belonged to the New Eng 
land Yearly Meeting: The contractin 
parties appeared in a monthly meeting o' 
the Society, and said: "With Divine per 
mission and Friends' approbation, I in 
tend marriage with

were appointed to see whether they had 
the consent of surviving parents, anc 
whether they were clean of other engage 
ments. These reporting favorably, tht 
two espousing Friends again appeared in 
a monthly meeting to receive their an- 
swer. These two occasions were more 
trying than the public marriage, for, as 
Friends' business meetings were (and stil 
are, almost universally) held by men anc 
women separately, the parties had first to 
go into the men's meeting and then into 
the women's, almost entirely alone. Soon 
after, the marriage was held in a meeting 
open to the public, "and the said William 
Evans (to borrow names) taking the said 
Mary Wright by the hand, did, on that 
solemn occasion, publicly declare that he 
took her, the said Mary Wright, to be his 
wifa, promising, with Divine assistance, 
to be unto her a faithful and affectionate 
husband until death did them part." 
The promise of the wife was an equal one. 
The two then signed the certificate; she, 
after the custom of marriage, taking the 
name of her husband; and it was then 
free for all present to sign it. 


Elias tells us that when he was about 


eight years old his father settled on the 
south side of Long Island. The shore 
abounded with fish and wild fowl, and the 
joy soon began to angle and shoot. For 
these diversions he afterward felt con- 
demned, yet they then had a tendency to 
ieep him about home, and to prevent his 
oining "loose company," for which he 
md frequent opportunities without his 
ather's knowledge. When about thir- 
een years old he was removed from his 
ather's control, and placed with an elder 
brother where he learned "to sing vain 
songs and to take delight in runnin<* 
horses." Yet he adds that he had always 


regard for strict honesty and such con- 


duct as comported with politeness and 
-;ood breeding. At about seventeen he 
was apprenticed to a carpenter and 
omer. He says that although his mas- 
er frequently attended Friends' meeting 
et he eagerly pursued riches and wns of 
ittle use to him in religious improve- 
nent.

o place, and Elias says that he wasthere- 
y introduced into hurtful company, and 
earned to dance and pursue other vain 
musements. The last time that he was I 


as led to call in question all that I had 
rer before experienced.

'doubting I was ready to wishjnyself 


at home from an apprehension that I 
should only expose myself to reproach and 
wound the cause I was embarked in ; for 
the heavens seemed like brass, and the 
earth as iron; such coldness and hard- 
ness I thought could scarcely have been 
ever experienced before by any creature, 
so great was the depth of my baptism at 
this time; nevertheless', as I endeavored 
to quiet my mind, in this conflicting dis- 
pensation, and be resigned to my allot- 
ment, however distressing, toward the 
latter part of the meeting a ray of light 
broke through the surrounding darkness, 
in which the Shepherd of Israel was 
pleased to arise, and by the light of His 
glorious countenance to scatter those 
clouds of opposition.

THE TEHVAJn EPKC HHIP BAILWAY. 


The prompt and cordial acceptance by 


the Mexican people of the feasibility and 
the entire practicableness of Mr. Eads' 
plan of a ship railway across the Isthmus 
ol Tehauntepec is probably without par- 
allel in the history of nations, as it is in 
the history of gr<.-at undertakings. Scarce- 
ly less remarkable is the generous spirit 
with which the Mexican Government has 
welcomed the enterprise. 
The liberal 


concession which it has granted to Mr. 
Eads gives him the right to construct a 
ship railway on any line that he may se- 
lect, the work to be begun within two 
years from the date of the grant and com- 
pleted within twelve years. 
He is to 


have a right of way across the Isthmus 
half a mile in width, with an additional 
half mile of width where stations are re- 
quired; also a subsidy equal to 1,000,- 
000 acres of pub lie land, to be located on 
the Isthmus or elsewhere, toward the con- 
struction of a harbor on the Pacific 
Ocean. 


The grant gi /es, further, the right to 


acquire the Tehuantepec Railway, now 
building, and to improve such rivers and 
harbors as may oe of use to the ship rail- 
way serviqe, collecting tonnage duet from 
vessels entering them. Liberal tariff 
charges are allowed for transporting ships 
over the road rnd for auxiliary service; 
and the enterprise is exempt from all ex- 
port and import duties on money and ma- 
terials during the entire period of the 
grant, ninety-ni ie years. At the end of 
this time the government is .to take pos-
